Denver Plans Gorgeous Decorations. 
Denver, Colo., July 30.—No city was 
ever better “dressed up” to receive a 
great company of guests than will be 
Denver, when the hosts of Knights 
Templars from all parts of the land 
gather here week after next for their 
thirty-second triennial conclave. An 
army of electricians, decorators and 
others is already at work, and their, 
efforts promise to result in the most 
lavish and beautiful display of flags 
bunting, electric lights and color im­ 
aginable. 
No one can estimate the amount of 
bunting that will be used—one en­ 
thusiastic decorating company puts it 
at millions of yards—and the de­ 
mand upon the electric companies is 
already so great that they announce 
they can receive no more orders.

I am thoroughly convinced that the 
people of this city are not disposed 
to be satisfied with anything shert of 
the best instruction that can be giv­ 
en in the schools of this city. The cit­ 
izenship of this city is progressive in 
matter of education as. well as in 
matters of material interest. They 
have always responded heartily and 
readily to any .legitimate demand for 
improved service in the public schools 
and I wish to say just here that for 
the money expended we have with­ 
out question the best public school 
system in Oklahoma. 
I wish to call your attention now 
to the fact that we are spending 
for education In this city than 
other town in the ftate of anything 
like our wealth and population. In 
discussion with the Excise Board yes­ 
terday it happened that the President 
of the Board of Education of Shaw­ 
nee was present. He stated that out 
of the twenty-four mill levy ten mills 
is used for public school purposes. 
In this city out of a levy of 34.8 mills 
we are using five mills for 
public 
school purposes. It would be reason­ 
able tQ suppose that the difference 
in expenditure would represent the 
difference iii efficiency of instruc­ 
tion.

The principal thing to which I wish 
to direct your attention is that the 
Board of Education and Superintend­ 
ent have been working toward the 
end of establishing in this city a high 
school which shall be a nequal of 
high school in the state. The argu­ 
ment has been made that the Normal 
schools of Oklahoma were little 
than high schools for the commun­ 
ities in which they were located, 
argument is valid and cannot be met 
so long as the community in which 
the schools are located do not main­ 
tain a high school course in connec­ 
tion with the public school system. We 
give the work of the 9th grade in 
the Normal school and pre must con­ 
tinue to do so long as sixty per cent 
of the teachers of the state have not 
had instruction in the subjects of the 
first year of the high school These 


tering the high school, and so long 
we have a large number of im­ 
mature pupils in classes just that 
long will the teachers, for whom 
these courses are Intended not avail 
themselves of the opportunities of­ 
fered. I have stated to the governor, 
to members of the Legislature, and 
to people in general in this state that 
the city of Ada had established and 
purposed to maintain a high school 
in fact as well as in name.

Washington, D. d . July 30.—Sena­ 
tor Henry A. Du Pout of Delawore 
received the opngratulations of his 
colleagues In the senate 
today 
on 
reaching his seventy-fifth birthday an­ 
niversary, So many men 
who are 
comparatively young are being sent 
to the senate in these days of “elec­ 
tion b ythe people" that senators of 
Cot Du (Pout’s 
age are becoming 
scarce. The Delaware senator is a 
splendid type of the old regime that 
ta fast disappearing. A multi-million­ 
aire, an aristocrat of aristocrats and 
a trust magnate, so-called. Senator 
Du Pont,'naturally enough, ands him 
self out of sympathy with much of the 
sentiment that flhds expression In the 
senate nowadays. A majority of the 
old-time members who were leaders 
when he first came to the senate have 
since dropped or been dropped out 
of public life. The Delaware senator 
is not what is called a good '‘mixer’* 
but his attractive personal qualities, 
coupled with his ability and big con­ 
scientious performance of his public 
duties, have earned for him a high 
place in the esteem of members of 
congress and others in official life in 
Washington. 
No man in the United States senate 
can boast of more distinguished line­ 
age than Senator Du 
Pout. 
Pierre 
Samuel Du Pont de 
Nemours, 
the 
founder of the American branch of 
the family, was one of the ablest po- 
iitical reformers of France during the 
Period of the revolution.’He was in­ 
spector general of commerce under 
Turgot when that eminent statesman 
was controller general 
of 
French 
gnances. During the revolution he fled 
to the United States to escape the 
guillotine. In 1802 he returned to 
France and was instrumental in pro­ 
moting the treaty by which Louisi­ 
ana was sold to the United States. 
It was Eleuthere Irenee Du Pont, 
the son of Pierre Samuel, who began 
the manufacture of gunpowder in Del­ 
aware and thus founded the great in­ 
dustry controlled by the family to­ 
day. He sec up the first powder mill 
on the banks of the Brandywine in 
1802. The models and machinery he 
had brought from France. The indus­ 
try was a success from the start. The 
founder died in 1834 and was suc­ 
ceeded by his eldest son, Alfred, who 
built additional mills and enlarged 
the business greatly. Alfred died in 
1850 and was succeeded by his broth­ 
er Henry, who remained the head of 
the firm until 1889. At his death the 
business went into the hands of his 
nephew, Eugene Du Pont, who died 
in 1901 and was succeeded by his 
son, T. Coleman Du Pont, and his 
nephew, who is the present senator. 
But Senator Du Pont’s claims to 
distinction do not rest upon his fam- 
il> tree alone. Among the things of 
which he might hoagies his record 
of service In the civil war. He was 
graduated from the 
United 
States 
Military Academy in the year that the 
war began and was appointed to the 
command of a light battery. His toth­ 
er, who was a veteran of 1812, was 
very proud of bis handsome son and 
begged the 
privilege 
from 
Simon 
Cameron, then secretary of war, of 
supplying the troop with the best 
horses that money could buy. Thus 
mounted, the battery was the finest 
in the northern army. 
Captain Du 
Font served in the battles of New­ 
market, W. Va., as chief of artillery 
and in the batties of Piedmont, Lynch 
burg, Opequan, Fishers Hill and Ced­ 
ar Creek, in the latter three as com­ 
mander of artillery of Gen. Crook’s 
corps. He was breveted major and 
lieutenant colonel and awarded a con­ 
gressional medal of honor to rdistin- 
guished gallantry.

Urge them to vote for the best 
interests of their schools. Should 
the measure fail to receive a ma* 
jority of the entire vote polled in 
this election it will be defeated. 
A silent vote on this question is 
a negative vote. Instruct your 


schools of the state as a whole.
